I was my ſelf an Eye-witneſs to a great 
part of what you will find here ſet down; 
and what I could not be Witneſs of, I 
receiv'd from the Mouth of the chief Actor 
in this Hiſtory, the Hero himſelf, who 
gave us the whole TranſaQtions, of his 
Youth : And I [ſhall omit, for brevi- 
ty's ſake, a thouſand little Accidents of 
his Life, which, however, pleaſant to us, 
where Hiſtory was ſcarce, and Adven?

where he finds Diverſions for every Mi- 
nute, new and ſtrange. But we who 
were perfectly charm'd with the Charac- 
ter of this great Man, were curious to 
cher every Circumſtance of his Life. 
- - The Scene of the laſt part of his Ad- 
= ventures lies in a Colony in America, cal - 
| ted Surinam, in the Mieſt-· Indies. 
But before 1 give you the Story of this 
| Gallant Slave, tis fit 1 tell you the man- 
ner of bringing them to theſe new Colo- 
nies; thoſe: they make uſe of there, not 
being Natives of the place: for thoſe we 
live with in perfect Amity, without da- 


ring to command em; but, on the con- 


trary, careſs em with all the brotherly

; ding with them for their Fiſh, Veniſon,

the Royal Slave. #77 
Buffalo's Skins, and little Rarities; as 
Marmoſets, a ſort of Monkey, as big as a 
Rat or Weaſel, but of a marvellous and 
delicate ſnape, having Face and Hands 
like a Human Creature; and Couſberies, a 
little Beaſt in the form and faſhion of a 
. Lion, as big as a Kitten, but ſo exactl7 
made in all Parts like that Noble Beaſt, 
that it is it in Miniature : Then for lit- 
tle Pargketoes, great Parrots, Muckaws, 
and a thouſand other Birds and Beaſts of 
wonderful and furprizing Forms, Shapes, 
and Colours; For Skins of prodigious 
Snakes, of which there are ſome three- 
ſcore Yards in length; as is the Skin of 
one that may be ſeen at his Majeſty's 
Antiquarys; where are alſo ſome rare 
Flies, of amazing Forms and Colours, 
preſented to em by my ſelf; ſome as 
big as my Fiſt, ſome leſs; and all of va- 
rious Excellencies, ſuch as Art cannot 
imitate. Then we trade for Feathers, 
which they order into all Shapes, make 
themſelves little. ſhort Habits of em, and 
glorious Wreaths for their Head} Necks, 
Arms and Legs, whoſe Tinctures are un- 
conceivable. -I had a Set of theſe preſen- 
ted to me, and I gave 'em to the King's 
Theatre; it was the Dreſs of the Indian 
Queen, infinitely admir'd by Perſons of 
Quality; and was inimitable. Beſides 
theſe, a thouſand little Knacks, and Rar i-

ties in Nature; and . of Art, as their i 


Baskets, Weapons, Aprons, &c. We 
dealt with *em with Beads of all Colours, 
Knives, Axes, Pins and Needles; which 


they us'd only as Tools to drill Holes

| where they hang a great many little 


things; as long Beads, bits of Tin, Braſs 


or Silver beat thin, and any ſhining Trin- 
\. ket. The Beads they weave into Aprons 


about a quarter of an Ell long, and of the 
ſame breadth; working them very pretti- 
hin Flowers of ſeveral Colours; which 
Apron they wear juſt before em, as Adam 
and Eve did the Fig- leaves; the Men 


wearing a long ſtripe of Linen, which 
| — They deal with us for. They thread theſe 


Beads alſo on long Cotton- threads, and 


make Girdles to tie their Aprons to, 


which come twenty times, or more, about 
the Waſte, and then croſs, like a Shoul- 


der-; belt, both ways, and round their 
Necks, Arms and Legs. This Adorn- 


ment, with their long black Hair, and 


the Face painted in little Specks or 
makes em a 
wonderful Figure to behold; Some of 


Flowers here and there, 


the Beauties, which indeed are finely 
 ſhap'd, as almoſt all are, and who have 
Pretty Features, are charming and novel; 


Z for they have all that is called Beauty, 


except the Colour, which is a reddiſh 
| , Yellow 
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Fellow; or after a new Oiling, which 
they often uſe to themſelves, they are 
of the Colour of a new Brick, but ſmooth, 
_ ſoft and fleek, They are extreme modeſt 
and baſhful, very ſhy, and nice of being 
touch'd. And tho they are all thus naked, 
If one lives for ever among em, there is not 


_ to be ſeen an undecent Action, or Glance: 


and being continually us'd to ſee one ano- 
ther ſo unadorn'd, ſo like our firſt Pa- 
- rents before the Fall, it ſeems as if they 
had no Wiſhes, there being nothing to 

"heighten Curioſity : but all you can ſee, 
you ſee at once, and every moment ſee; 

and where there is no Novelty, there can 

be no Curioſity. Not but 1 have ſeen a 

handſome young Indian, dying for Love 

of a very beautiful young Indian Maid; but 

all his Courtſhip was, to fold his Arms, 
pur ſue her with his Eyes, and Sighs were 
all his Language: While ſhe, as if no ſuch 
Lover were preſent, or rather as if ſhe 
deſired none ſuch, carefully guarded her 
Eyes from beholding him; and never ap- 
proach'd bim, but ſhe look'd down with 
all the bluſhing Modeſty I have ſeen in 
the moſt ſevere and cautious of our World. 
And theſe People repreſented to me an 
abſolute Idea of the firſt State of Inno- 
cence, before Man knew how to ſin: 
And 'tis moſt evident and plain, that 
ſimple Nature is the moſt harmleſs, in- 
BET E 4 offenſive 


80 Orooncko; or, 
offenſive and vertuous Miſtreſs. Tis ſhe 
alone, if ſhe were permitted, that better 
inſtructs the World, than all the Inven- 
tions of Man: Religion wou'd here but 
deſtroy that Tranquillity they poſſeſs by 
Ignorance; and Laws wou'd but teach *em 
to know Offences, of which now they have 
no Notion. They once made mourning 
and faſting for the Death of the Englifh 
Governor, who had given his Hand to 
come on ſuch a day to 'em, and neither 
came nor ſent; believing, when a Man's 
word was paſt, nothing but Death cou'd 
or ſhou'd prevent his keeping it: And 
when they ſaw he was not dead, they 
ask'd him what Name they had for a Man 
who promis'd a thing he did not do? 


The Governor told them, Such a Man was 


a Lyar, which was a Word of Iafamy to 
a Gentleman. Then one of 'em reply'd, 
Governor, you are a Lyar, and guilty of that 
- Tufamy. They have a native Juſtice, which 
knows no Fraud; and they underſtand 
no Vice, or Cunning, but when they are 


| : taught by the White Men. They have 


Plurality of Wives; which, when they 
grow old, ſerve thoſe that ſucceed em, 
who are young, bat with a Servitude eaſy

Slaves in War, they have no other At-

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- Thoſe on that Continent where I was, 
had no King; but the oldeſt War-Cap- 
tain was obey'd with great Reſignation. - 
A War-Captain is a Man who has led 
them on to Battel with Conduct and 
Succeſs; of whom I ſhall have occaſion to 
ſpeak more hereafter, and of ſome other 
of their Cuſtoms and Manners, as they 
( ˙ 1651200 -,007 hs 
With theſe People, as 1 ſaid, we live 
in perfe& Tranquillity, and good Under- 
ſtanding, as it behoves us to do; they 
knowing all the places where to ſeek the 
beſt Food of the Country, and the means 
of getting it; and for very ſmall and 
unvaluable Trifles, ſupplying us with what 
*tis almoſt impoſſible for us to get: for 
they do not only in the Woods, and 
over the Sevana's, in Hunting, ſupply the 
parts of Hounds, by ſwiftly ſcouring thro 
thoſe almoſt impaſlable-Places, and by the 
mere Activity of their Feet run down the 
nimbleſt Deer, and other eatable Beaſts 
but in the Water, one wou'd think they 


were Gods of the Rivers, or: Fellaw-Citi- | 


zens of the Deep; ſo rare an Art they 
have in ſwimming, diving, and almoſt 
living ta Water; by which they command 
the leſs ſwift. Inhabitants of the Floods: 
And then for ſhooting, what they cannot 

take, or reach with their Hands, they do 
with Arrows; and have fo. admirable: an 
E 5 i, 
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Aim, that they will ſplit almoſt an Hair; 
and at any diſtance that an Arrow can 
reach: they will ſhoot down Oranges; 
and other Fruit; aud only: touch the-Stalk 
with the Dart's Point, that they may not 
hurt the Fruit. So that they being on all 
occaſions. very uſefal to us, we find it ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary to careſs em as Friends, 
and not to treat em as Slaves; nor dare 
we do otherwiſe, their numbers ſo far ſur- 
paſſing ours in that Continent. 
Thoſe then whom we make: uſe of to 
work in our Plantations of Sugar, are Ne- 
groes, Black- Slaves all together, who are 
tranſported thither in this manner; _* 
Thoſe who want Slaves, make a Bargain 
with a Maſter, or a Captain of a Ship, 
and contract to pay him ſo much a- piece, 
a matter of twenty Pound a head, for as 
many as he agrees for, and to pay for 
zem when they ſhall be 'ddliver'd on ſuch 
a Plantation : "So that when there arrives 
a Ship laden with Slaves, they Who have 
ſo contracted, go a- board, and receive 
zbeir number by Lot; and perhaps: in 
one Lot that may be for ten, there may 
happen to be three or four Men, the reſt 
Ws and Children. Or be there more 
or leſs of either Sex, you are e ä 
be contented with your Lot. 
Coramantien, a Country of Blacks ſo 
called, was one of * Places in "che 
4:30 they 
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they found the moſt advantageaus Trading 
for 7 beſo Slaves, and thither moſt of our 
great Traders in that Merchandize traf- 
ck; for that Nation is very warlike and 
brave: and having a continual Campaign, 
being always in boſtility with one neigh- 
bouring Prince or - other, they had the 
fortune to take a great many Captives: for 
all they took in Bat tel were fold as Slaves; 
at leaſt thoſe common Men who cou'd not 
tanſom themfelves. Of theſe Slaves ſo 
taken, the General only has all the Pro- 
fit; and of theſe. Generals our Cap- 
tains and Maſters of Ships bay all their 
Freights. 

| "The King of dennen was of bimſelf 
a Man of a hundred and edd Years old, 
and had no Son, tho he had many beauti- 
fal Black: Wives: for moſt certainly there 
are Beauties that can charm of that Co- 
lour. In his younger Years he had had 
many gallant, Men to his Sons, thirteen 
of whom died in Battel, conquering when 
they fell; and he had only left him for 
his Succeſſor, one Grand- child, Son to 
one of theſe dead Viccors, Who, as ſoon 
as he could bear a Bow in his Hand, and 
a Quiver at his Back, was ſent into' the 
Field to be train'd up by one of the oldeſt: 
Generals to War; where, from his natu- 
ral Inelination to Arms, and the Occa- 
ſions given bi „ with the good mere; 4 
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of the old General, he became, at the 
Age of ſeventeen, one of the moſt expert 
Captains, and braveſt Soldiers that ever 
Jaw the Field of Mars: ſo that he was 
ador'd as the Wonder of all that World, 
and the Darling of the Soldiers. Beſides, . 
he was adorn'd with a native Beauty, fo 
tranſcending all thoſe of his gloomy Race, 
that he ſtruck an Awe and Reverence, 
even into thoſe that knew not his Qualt- 
ty ; as he did into me, who beheld him 
with ſurprize and wonder, when after= 
_ wards he arrived in our World, © 
He had ſcarce arrived at his ſeven- 
teenth Year, when, fighting by his ſide, 
the General was kill'd with an Arrow in 
his Eye, which the Prince Oroonoko (for 
fo was this gallant Moor call'd) very nar- 
_ rowly avoided; nor had he, if the Gene- 
ral who ſaw the Arrow ſhot, and per- 
ceiving it aimed at the Prince, had not 
bow'd his Head between, on purpoſe to 
receive it in his own Body, rather than it 
ſhould touch that of the Prince, and fo 
im, er 
AI was then, afflicted as Oroonoto was, 
that he was proclaimed General in the 
old Man's place: and then it was, at 
the finiſhing of that War, which had con- 
tinu'd for two Years, that the Prince 
came to Court, where he had hardly been 
a Month together, from the time 1 = 
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fifth Year to that of ſeventeen : and *twas 
amazing to imagine where it was he 
learn'd ſo much Humanity; or to give 
his Accompliſhments a juſter Name, where 
*twas he got that real Greatneſs of Soul, 
thoſe refined Notions of true Honour, 
that abſolute Generoſity, and that Soft- 
neſs that was capable of the higheſt Paſ- 
ſions of Love and Gallantry, whoſe Ob- 
jets were almoſt continually fighting Men, 
or thoſe mangled or dead, who heard no 


Sounds but thoſe of War and Groans. 


Some part of it we may attribute to the 
care of a Frenchman of Wit and Learn- 
Ing, who finding it turn to a very good 
account to be a ſort of Royal Tutor to 
this young Black, and perceiving him ve- 
ry ready, apt, and quick of Apprehen - 

ſion, took a great pleaſure to teach him 
| Morals, Language and Science; and was 
for it extremely belov'd and valu'd by 
him. Another Reaſon was, -he lov'd when 
he came from War, to ſee all the Engliſh 
Gentlemen that traded thither ; and did 
not only learn their Language, hüt that 
of the Spaniard alſo, with whom he tra- 
ded afterwards: for Slaves. 

I have often ſeen and converſed with 
this Great Man, and been a Witnefs to 
many of- mighty Actions; and do af- 
fure my Reader, the moſt illuſtrious 
Cours could not have produced a braver 

Man, 
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. lity of a well-bred great Man. He bad 
nothing of . in bis Nature, but 
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Man, both for Greatneſs. of Courage 


and 
Mind, a judgment more ſolid, a Wit 


more quick, and a Converſation more 
ſweet and diverting. He knew almoſt as 


much as if he had read much: He had 
heard of and admired the Romans : He had 
heard of the late Civil Wars in England, 
and the deplorable Death of our great 
Monarch; and wou'd diſcourſe of it with 
all the Senſe and Abhorrence of the In- 
juſt ice imagiuable. He had an extreme 
good and graceful Mien, and all the Civi- 


in all . addreſs'd himſeif as if his 
Education had been in ſome ben | 


Court. 


This great and juſt Character of 


| ho gave me an extreme. Curioſity to ſee 
bim, eſpecially when I knew be ſpoke 
French and Engliſh, and that I could talk 


with him. But tho I had heard fo much 
of him, I was as greatly ſarprized when 
I faw him, as if 1 bad heard nothing of 


bim; ſo beyond all Report I found ng 
He came into the Room, and addreſſed 
himſelf to me, and ſome other Women, 
with the beſt Grace in the World. He 


was pretty tall, but of a Shape the moſt 


exact that can be fancy'd : The moſt: fas 
mous Statuary cou'd not form the Figure 
of a Man more admirably turn'd from 


head 


. 
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bead to foot. His Face was not of that: 
brown ruſty Black which: moſt of that 


Nation are, but a perfect Ebony, or po- 


liſhed Jett. His Eyes were the moſt aw- 
ful that cou'd be ſeen, and very piercing; 
the White of em being like Snow, as 
were his Teeth, His Noſe was riſing and 
Roman, inſtead of African and flat: His 
Mouth the fineſt ſhaped that could be ſeen; 
far from thoſe great turn'd Lips, which 
are ſo natural to the reſt! of the Negroes. 
The. whole Proportion: and Air of his 
Face was: ſo nobly and exactiy form'd, 
that bating his Colour, there could be 
nothing in Nature more beautiful, as 
greeable and handſome. There was no 
one Grace wanting, that bears the Stan- 
dard of true Beauty. His Hair came 
down to his Shoulders, by the Aids of 
Art, which was by pulling it out with a 
Quill, and keeping it comb'd ; of which 
he took particular care. Nor did the 
Per fections of his Mind come ſhort of thoſe 
of his Perſon; for his Diſcourſe was ad- 
mirable upon almoſt any Subjeck: and 
whoever had heard him ſpeak, wou'd 
have been convinced of their Errors, that 
all fine Wit is confined to the white Men, 
eſpecially to thoſe of Chriſtendom; and 
wou'd have confeſs'd that Oroonoko was 
as capable even of reigning well, and of 
governing as wiſely, had as great a Soul, 
148800 6 as 
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as politick Maxims, and was as ſenſible 
-of Power, as any Prince civiliz'd in the 
moſt refined Schools of Humanity and 
Learning, or the moſt illuſtrious Courts. 
This Prince, ſuch as I have deſcrib'd 
him, whoſe Soul and Body. were fo ad- 
mirably adorned, was (while yet he was 
in the Court of his |Grandfather, as 1 
ſaid) as capable of Love, as *twas poſli- | 
ble for a brave and gallant Man to be 
and in ſaying that, 1 have named the 
higheſt Degree of Love: for ſure great

could all Aboans Courage, which that 
Day gained him immortal Glory, ſhame 
?em into a manly Defence of themſelves, 
The Guards that were left behind about 
the Prince's Tent, ſeeing the Soldiers flee 
before the Enemy, and ſcatter themſelves ' 
all over the Plain, in great diſorder, made 
ſuch out- cries, as rouz'd the Prince from: 
his amorous Slamber, in which he had re- 
Mained buried for two days, without per- 
mitting any Suſtenance to approach him. 
But, inſpight of all his Reſolutions, he had 
not the Conſtancy of-Grief to that degree, 
= — *' ay-to make him inſenſible of the Danger 
N of his Army; and in that inſtant he leap- 
ed from his Couch, and cry*d— Come, 
4 if we muſt die, "Jet vs meet Death the 
5 n Way; and vill be more like 
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e Groonolo to encounter him at an Army's 
< Head, oppoſing the Torrent of a con- 
© quering Foe, than lazily on a Couch, 
© to wait his Hagering Pleaſure, and die 
every moment by a thouſand racking 
Thoughts; or be tamely taken by an 
© Enemy, and led- a whining love-fick 
slave to adorn the Triumphs of Jamoan, 
© that young Victor, who already is en- 
© ter'd beyond the Limits I have preſcrib'd 
CHI OL | FR 
__ While he was ſpeaking, he ſuffer'd his 
People to dreſs him for the Field; and 
ſallying out of his Pavilion, with more 
Life and Vigour in his Countenance than 
ever he ſhew'd, he appear'd like ſome Di- 
vine Power deſcended to ſave his Countr 
from Deſtruction: And his People h 
purpoſely put him on all Things that 
might make him ſhiae with moſt Splendor, 
to ſtrike a reverend Awe into the Behob- 
ders. He flew into the thickeſt of thoſe 
that were purſuing his Men; and bein 
animated with Deſpair, he fought as if 
he came on purpoſe to die, and gid ſuch 
Things as will not be believed that hu- 
mane Strength could perform; and ſuch, 
as ſoon inſpir'd all the reſt with new Cou- 
rage, and new Ardor. And now it was 
that they began to fight indeed; and ſo, 
as if they would not be outdone even by 
their ador'd Hero 5 ho turning the IN 
pet 2 s 
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14 Oroonoko; or, _ 
of the Victory, changing abſolutely the 
Fate of the Day, gain'd an entire Con- 
queſt : And Oroonoko having the good For- 
tune to ſingle out Jamoan, he took him 
Priſoner with his own Hand, having 
© wounded him almoſt to death. N 
This Jamoan afterwards became very 
dear to him, being a Man very gallant, 
and of excellent Graces, and fine Parts; 
ſo that he never put him amongſt the 
Rank of Captives, as they uſed to do, 
without Diſtinction, for the common Sale, 
or Market, but kept him in his own Court, 
' Where he retain'd nothing of the Priſoner 
but the Name, and returned no mote into 
his own Country; ſo great an Affection 
he took for Oroenoto, and by a thouſand 
Tales and Adventures of Love and Gal- 
lantry, flatter'd his Diſeaſe. of Melan- 
choly and Languiſhment; which I have 
often heard him ſay, bad certainly kill'd 
= Him, butforthe Converſation of this Prince 
we and Aboan, and the French Governor he 
had from his Childhood, of whom I have 
ſpoken before, and who was a Man of ad- 
mirable Wit, great Ingenuity and Learn» 
ing; all which he had infuſed into his 
_ | young Pupil. This Frenchman was baniſhed 
out of his own Country for ſome Hereti- 
cal Notions he held; and tho he was a 
Man of very little Religion, yet he had 
admirable Morals, and a brave _— <4 
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After the total defeat of Jamoan's Ar- 


my, which all fled, or were left dead upon 
the Place, they ſpent ſome time in the 
Camp; Oroonoko chuſing rather to remain 
awhile there in his Teats, than to enter 
into a Palace, or live in a Court where 


he had fo lately ſuffer'd ſo great a Loſs. 


The Officers therefore, who ſaw and knew 
his Cauſe of Diſcontent; invented all ſorts 
of Diverſions and Sports to entertain their 
Prince: So that what with thoſe Amuſe- 
ments abroad, and others at home, that 
is, within their Tents, with the Perſua- 
ſions, Arguments, and Care of his Friends 


and | Servants that he more peculiarly ? 


priz'd, he wore off in.time a great part 
of that Chagrin, and Torture of Deſpair, 
which the firſt Efforts of Imoinda's Death 
had given kim; inſomuch, as having re- 
ceived a thouſand kind Embaſſies from the 
King, and Invitation to return to Court, 
he obey'd, tho with no little reluctancy ; 
and when he did ſo, there was a viſible 
change in him, and for a long time he was 
much more melancholy than befor. But 
Time leſſens all Extremes, and reduces em 
to Mediums, and Unconcern; but no Mo- 
tives of Beauties, tho all endeavour'd it, 
cou'd engage him in any ſort. of Amour, 
tho he had all the Invitations. to it, 


both from his own Youth, and other Am- 
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bitions and Deſigns. . 
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l was no W * from 
this laſt Conqueſt, and receiv'd at Court 


Y , with all the Joy and Magnificence that 


cob'd be exprefs'd to a young Victor, who 

Was not only returned Triumphant, but 
belov'd like a Deity, than there arriv'd 
in the Port an Engliſh Ship. 

The Maſter of it had often before been 
1 theſe Countries, and was very well 
known to Oroonolo, with whom he had 
Lraffick'd- for Slaves, and had us'd to do 
the ſame with his Predeceſſors. 
This Commander was a Man of a finer. 
| fort of Addreſs and: Converſation,. better 

- bred,. and more engaging, than moſt of 
that fort of Men are : z fo that he ſeem'd. 
rather. never to have been bred out of a 
Court, than almoſt all his life at Sea. 
This Captain therefore was always better 
receiv'd at Court, than moſt of the Tra- 
ders to thoſe Countries were; and eſpe · 
cially by Orooonto, who. was more civiliz'd, 

according to the European Mode, than any. 
other had been, and took more delight in 
the White Nations; and, above all, Men 
of Parts and Wit. To this Captain be 
ſold abundance of his Slaves; and for the 
Favour and Eſteem he bad for him, made 
him many Preſents, and oblig'd him to 
ſtay at Court as long as poſſible he cou'd. 

Which the Captain ſeem'd to take as a 

very — Honour done him, entertain- 
1 
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ing the Prince every day with Globes and 
Maps, and mathematical Diſcourſes and 
Iuſtruments; eating, drinking, hunting, 
and living with him with ſo much fa- 
miliarity, that it was not to be doubted 
but he had gain'd very greatly upon the 


Heart of this gallant young Man. And 


the Captain, in return of all theſe mighty 


Favours, beſought the. Prince to honour 


his Veſſel with his Preſence ſome day or 
other at Dinner, before he ſhou'd fer ſail; 
which he condeſcended to accept, and ap- 
pointed his Day. The Captain, on his 
part, fail'd not to have all Things in a 
readineſs, in the moſt magnificent order 
he cou'd - poſſibly : And the day being 
come, the Captain, in his Boat; richly 
adorn'd with Carpets and: Velvet Cuſhions, 


row'd to the ſhore, to receive the Prince; 


with another Long- boat, where was plac'd 
all his Muſick and Trumpets, with which 
Oroonoko was extremely delighted; who 
met him on the ſhore, attended by his 


French Governor, Famoan, Aboan, and a= 


bout an hundred of the nobleſty of the 
Youths of the Court: And after they had 


firſt carry'd the Prince on board, the Boats 


fetch'd the reſt off; where they found a 
very ſplendid Treat, with all ſorts of fine 


Wines; and were as well entertain'd, as 


*twas poſſible in ſuch a place to beQ. 
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The prince having drank hard of Punch, | 
and ſeveral ſorts of Wine, as did all the 
reſt, (for great care was taken they ſhou'd 
want nothing of that part of the Enter- 
tainment) was very merry, and in great 
admiration of the Ship, for he had never 
been iu one before; ſo that he was curious 
of beholding every place where he decent- 
Ay might deſcend. The reſt, na lefs cu- 
rious, who were not quite overcome with 
drinking, rambled at their Pleaſute Fore 
and Aſt, as their Fancies guided em: So 
that the Captain, who had well laid his 
Deſign before, gave the Word, and ſeiz d 
on all his Gueſts; they clapping great 
Irons fuddenly on the Prince, when he 
W.as leap'd down into the Hold, to view 
that part of the Veſſel; and locking him 
faſt down, ſecur'd him. The ſame Trea- 
chery was us'd to all the reſt; and all in 
one iaſtant, in ſeveral Places of the Ship, 
were laſh'd faſt in Irons, and betray'd to 
Slavery. That great Deſign over, they 
Ft all Hands at work to hoiſt Sail; and 
Vith as treacherous as fair a Wind they 
made from the Shore with this innocent 
and glorious Prize, who thought of no- 
_ - | thing leſs than ſuch an Entertainment. - 
Some bave commended this Act, as 
brave in the Captain; but 1 will ſpare my 
ſenſe of it, and leave it to my Reader to 
judge as he pleaſes. It may be eaſily 
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geſs'd, in what manner the Prince re- 
ented "this Indignity, » who may be. beſt 
reſembled to a Lion taken in a_Toil lo; 
he rag'd, ſo, he. ſtruggled for Liberty, but 
all in vain: And they bad ſo. wiſely ma- 
naged his Fetters, that he could not uſe a 


hand in his defence, to quit himſelf of a 
Life that would by no means endure Sla- 


very; nor cou'd he move from the pla 


ce 
where he was ty'd, to any ſolid. part of, 1 
the Ship, againſt which he might have 
beat his Head, and have finiſhed his Diſ- 


grace that way. So that being deprived, 
of all other means, he reſolv'd to periſh for, 


want of Food; and pleas'd at laſt with. 


that Thought, and toil'd and tir'd by Rage. 
and Indignation, he laid himſelf down, 


and ſullenly reſoly'd upon dying, and te- 


fuſed all Things that were brought him. 


This did not a little vex the Captain; 


and the. more ſo, becauſe he found almoſt 


the loſs, of ſo. many brave Slaves, ſo tall 
and goodly to 1 would have been 
very conſiderable: He therefore order'd 
one to go from him (for he woul 
ſeen himſelf), to Oroonoko,, and to aſſure 
him, he was afflicted for having, raſhly 
oo ſo unhoſp itable a Deed, and 70 
Id not be gow remedy'd, ſince the 
Here far from ſhore ;. but ſince he reſente 
it in * * pature, | he aſſur'd bim be 
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all of 'em of the ſame Humour; ſo that 


not be 
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miſs'd.: This demand was carried to the 
Captain; who return'd him anſwer, That 
the Offence had been ſo great which he 
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would revoke his Reſolation, and ſet both 


him and his Friends a-ſtiore on the next 
Land they ſhould touch at; and of this 


_ the Meſſenger gave him bis Oath, pro- 


vided he would reſolve to live. And Oro0+- 


nolo, whoſe Honour was ſuch, as he never 


had 'iolated'a' Word in his Life himſelf, 
much leſs a- ſolemn Aſſeveration, belie vd 
in an inſtant what this Man ſaid 5" but re- 


 ply'd, He expected, for a Confirmatiob of 


this, to have his ſhameful Fetters diſ- 


Had put upon the Prince, that he durſt 
not trol bim with Liberty while he re- 


main'd in the Ship, for fear, leſt by a Va- 
IDDur natural to bim, and a Revenge that 


would animate that Valour, he might com- 


mit ſome Outrage fatal to himſelf, and 
the King his Maſter, to whom the Veſſel 
did belong. To this 'Orconoko reply'd, He 


would engage his Honour to behave him- 
ſelf in all friendly Order and Manner, and 
obey the command of the Capthin; as he 
was Lord of the King's Veſſel, and Gene-

'@ Heathen, he ſaid, upon his Parole, my 


Man that nad no Kent e or notion of the 


IE that ke ear ads, *Oroonoko' then 
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reply'd, He was very ſorry to hear that the 
Captain pretended to the knowledge and 
worſhip of any Gods, who had taught him 
no better Principles, than not to credit as 
he would be credited. But they told him, 
the difference of their Faith occaſiond 
that diſtruſt: For the Captain had pro- 
teſted to him upon the Word of a Chri- 
ſtian, and ſworn in the name of a great 
God; which if he ſhould violate, he muſt, - 
expect eternal Torments in the World to 
come. ls that all the Obligations he 
has to be juſt to his Oath ?: (reply'd Oroo- 
© noko) Let him know, I ſwear by my 
Honour; which to violate, would not 
© only; render me contemptible and de- 
ſpiſed by all brave and honeſt Men, and 
© ſo give my ſelf perpetual Pain, but it 
would be eternally. offending} and diſ- 
e pleaſing all Mankind; harming, betray; 
ing, circumventing, and -outraging all: - 
Men. But Puniſhments hereafter are 
« ſuffer*d by one's ſelf; and the World 
takes no Cognizance whether this GOD N 
© have reveng'd 'em or not, tis done ſo 
« ſecretly, and deferr'd ſo long while 
the Man of no Honour ſuffers every ma- 
„ment the Scorn and Contempt of the

So, turning 
from him with a diſdainful Smile, he re- 
fuſed to anſwer him, when he urged him 
to know what Anſwer he ſhould, carry 
back to his Captain; 3 ſo that he departed 
without ſaying any more. 

The Captain pondering and conſulting 
1 20 to do, it was concluded, that no- 
ttzting but Oroonoko's Liberty would encou- 
nage any of the reſt to eat, except the 
French- man, whom the Captain could not 
pretend to keep Priſoner, but only told 
him, he was ſecur'd, becauſe he might act 
ſomething in favouf of the Prince; but 
i that he ſhould be freed as ſoon as they 
= came to Land. So that they concluded 
3 it wholly neceſlary to free the Prince from 

his Irons, that he might ſhew himſelf to

This being reſolved, to male the Obli- 
gation the greater, the Captain himſelf 
went to Oroonoko ; where, after many

and brought him to bis own Cabin; 
where, after ns treated: and 1 
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bim i (for he had neither eat nor 
ſlept in four days before) he beſought

Chains, who refus'd all manner of Suſte- 
nance; and intreated him to oblige em 
to eat, and aſſure em of their Liberty:

nam, a Colony belonging to the King of 

England, and where they were to deliver 
ſome part of their Slaves. There the 

Merchants and Gentlemen of the Coun- 

try going on board, to demand thoſe Lots 
of Slaves they had already agreed on; 
and, amongſt thoſe, the Overſeers of 

thoſe Plantations where I then chanc'd to 
be: The Captain, who bad given the 

Word, ordet'd his Men to bring up thoſe 

noble Slaves in Fetters, whom 1 have ſpo- 
ken of; and having put em, ſome in one, 

and ſome in otber Lots, with! Women 
and Children, (which they call Picbaninies) 
they ſold 'em off, as Slaves, to ſeveral 

Merchants and Gentlemen; not putting 
any two in one Lot, becauſe they would 

ſeparate em far from each other; nor 
dar ing to truſt dem together, leſt Rage 

and Courage ſhould put em uppen con- 
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triving ſome great Action, to the ruin 
of the Colony; e 


Oroonoks Was firſt fei d on, and folds | 


to our Overſeer, who had the firſt Lot, 


with ſeventeen more of all ſorts and ſizes, 
but not one of Quality with him; When 


he ſaw this, he found what they meant; 


for, as I ſaid; he underſtood: Engliſ pret- 


ty well; and being” wholly unarm'd and 


defenceleſs, ſo as it was in vain to make 
any Reſiſtance, he only beheld the Captain 


with a look all: flerce and diſdainful, up- 


braiding him with Eyes that forc'd:Bluſhes.

The Gentleman that bought him; was 


a young Corniſh Gentleman, whoſe Name 


was” Trefry; a' Man of great Wit, and 


fine Lear niog, and was carry'd into thoſe 


Parts by the 101d Governor, to 


manage 
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manage all his Affairs. He reflecting on 
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the laſt Words of Oroonolo to the Cap- 


tain, and beholding the richneſs of his 
Veſt; no ſooner came into the Boat, but 
be fix'd his Eyes on him; and finding | 


ſomething ſo extraordinary in his Face, 


his Shape and Mein, a greatneſs of Look, 
aud haughtineſs in his Air, and finding he 
ſpoke Engliſh, had a great mind to be en- 
_quiring into his Quality and Fortune; 

which, though Oroonoko endeavour'd to 


hide, by only confeſſing he was above the 


Rank of common Slaves, Trefry ſoon 


found he was yet ſomething greater than 


be confeſs'd; and from that moment be- 
gan to conceive ſo vaſt an Eſteem for him, 


that he ever after lov'd him as his deareſt 


| Brother, and ſhew'd him alt the Civilities 


t.

due to ſo great a Man. 


Frrefry was a very good Mathematician, 
and a Linguiſt; could ſpeak French and 


Spaniſh; and in the three days they re- 


main'd in the Boat, (for ſo long were 
they going from the Ship to the Planta- 
tion) he entertain'd Oroonoko ſo agreeably. 


with his Art and Diſcourſe, that he was 
no leſs pleasꝰd with Trefry, than he was 


with the Prince; and he thought himſelf, 


at leaſt, fortunate in this, that fince he 


was a, Slave, as long as he would ſuffer 


himſelf to remain ſo, he had a Man of 
ſo excellent Wit and Parts for a Maſter. 
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Voyage up the River, he made no ſcru- 
ple of declaring to Trefry all his Fortunes, 
and moſt part of what I have here rela- 
ted, and put himſelf wholly into the 
hands of his new Friend, who he found 
reſented all the: Injuries were done him, 
and was charm'd with all the Greatnef- 
ſes of his Adions; which were recited 
with that Modeſty, and delicate Senſe, as 
wholly vanquiſh'd him, and ſobdu'd him 


to his Iatereſt;; And he promis'd him on 


his Word and Honour, he wou'd find the 
Means to re- conduct him to his own Coun- 
try again; aſſuring him, he bad a perfect 
Abhorrence-of ſo diſhonoutable an Action; 
and that he would ſooner have dy'd, than 


have been the Author of ſuch a Perfidy. 


He found the Prince was very much con- 
cer ned to know what became of his Friends, 
and how they took their Slavery; and Tre- 


fry promiſed to take care about the enqui- 


ring after their Condition, and that he 
ſhould have an account ofen. 
Tho, as Qroonoko afterwards ſgid, he 
had little reaſon to credit the Words of 
a Backearary ; yet he knew not why, but he 
ſaw a kind of Sincerity, and awful Truth 


in the Face of Trefyy; he faw Honeſty. 
in his Eyes, and he found him wiſe. and 


witty enough to underſtand Honour: for 
it was one of his Maxims, 4 Mar of Wit 
could not be 4 Knave or Villain. th 
V x: 
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Jo that before they had finiſh'd their 
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Ia their Paſſage up the River, they put 
in at ſeveral Houſes for Refreſhment 3 and 
ever when they landed, numbers of- Peo- 
ple would flock to. behold this Man : not 
- | but their Eyes were daily entertain'd with 
the ſight of Slaves, but the Fame of Oroo- 
nolo was gone before him, and all People 
were in admiration of his Beauty. Be- 
ſides, he had a rich Habit on, in which 
be was taken, fo different from the reſt, 
and which the Captain couv'd not ſtrip: 
dim of, becauſe he was forc'd to ſurprize 
mis Perſon in the minute he ſold him. | 


When he found his Habit made him liable, 


as he thought, to be gazed at the more, 


he begged Trefry to give him ſomething 
more befitting a Slave, which he did, and 


took off his Robes: Nevertheleſs, he ſhone 
thro ah, and his Oſenbrigs (a ſort of brown 
Holland Suit he bad on) 2 not conceal” 


the Graces of bis Looks and Mein; and he 
had no leſs Admirers than when he had 


his dazling Habit on: The Royal Youth: - 
appear'd in ſpight of the Slave, and Peo-. 
Ple cou'd not help treating him after a 
different manner, without deſigning it. 


As ſoon as they approached him, they 


' venerated and eſteemed him; his Eyes in- 
ſenſibly” commanded ReſpeR, and his Be- 
haviour inſinuated it into every Soul. So 


that there was nothing talked of but this 


young and gallant Slave, even by thoſe 
who y yet knew not that he was a Prince. 15 | 


— 
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ought to tell you, that the Chriſtians 
never buy any Slaves but they give em 
ſome Name of their own, their native 
ones being likely very barbarous, and hard 
to pronouncez ſo that Mr. Trefry gave 
| Oroconoko that of Ceſar; which Name will 
live in that Country as long as that (ſcarce 
more) glorious one of the great Roman: 
for *tis moſt evident he wanted no part 
of the perſqnal Courage of that Ceſar, 
and acted things as memorable, had they 
been done in ſome part of the World reple- 
niſhed with People and Hiſtorians, that 
might have given him his due. But bis 
Misfortune was, to fall in an obſcure 
World, that afforded only a Female Pen 
to celebrate his Fame; tho I doubt not 
but it had lived from others Endeavours, 
if the Durch, who immediately after his: 
time took that Country, had not killed, 
baniſhed and diſperſed all thoſe. that were 
capable of giving the World this great 
Man's Life, much better than I have done. 
And Mr. Trefry, who deſigned it, dy'd 
before he began it, and bemoan'd“himſelf 
for not having undertook it in time. | 
For the future therefore I muſt call 
Orconoko Ceſar; ſince by that Name only 
he was known in oor Weſtern World, 
and by that Name he was received on 
ſhore at Parham: Houſe, where he was deſ- 
tin'd a Slave. But if the King himſelf _

i him even Divine e 
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(od bleſs him) had come aſhore; there 


cou'd not have been greater Expectation 


by all the whole Plantation, and thofe 


neighbouring ones, than was on ours at 


that time; and he was received more like 


a Governor than a Slave: notwithſtand- 


ing, as the Cuſtom was, they aſſigned him 


his Portion of Land, his Houſe and his 
Buſineſs up in the Plantation. But as it 
was more for Form, than any Defign to 
put him to his Task, he endured no more 


of the Slave but the Name, and remain'd 


ſome days in the Houſe, receiving all 


Viſits that were made him, without ſtir- 
ring towards that part of the Plantation | 


where the Negroes were. 5 
At laſt, he wow'd needs go view his 


Lend. bis Houſe, and the Buſineſs aſſign'd 


him. But he no ſooner came to the 


Houſes of the Slaves, Which are like a lit - 
tle Town by it ſelf, the Negroes all having 
left work, but they all came forth to be- 


hold him, and found he was that Prince 
who bad, at ſeveral times, ſold moſt of 


*em to theſe Parts; and from a Venera- ' 
tion they pay to great Men, eſpecially ii 
they know 'em, and from the Surprize and 


Ame they had at the ſight of him, they 
all caſt themſelves at his feet, crying out, 
in their Language, Live, O King! Long 
live, O King! and kiſſing his Feet, paid 


Several 
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Several Engliſh Gentlemen were with 
him, and what Mr. Trefry had told 'em 
was here confirm'd; of which he himſelf 
before had no other Witneſs than Ceſar 
himſelf : But he was infinitely glad to 
find his Grandeur confirmed by the Ado- 
ration of all the Slaves. OY 
_ Ceſar troabled with their Over- Joy, 
and Over-Ceremony, beſought em to riſe, 
and to receive him as their Fellow-Slave ; 
aſſuring them he was n@ better. At which 
they ſet up with one accord a moſt terri- 
ble and hideous mourning and condoling, 
which he and the Ergl:;jh had much ado 
to appeaſe : but at laſt they prevailed 
with 'em, and they prepared all their bar- 
barous Muſick, and every one killd and 
dreſs'd ſomething of his own Stock (for 
every Family has their Land apart, on 
which, at their leiſure-times, they breed 
all eatable things) and clubbing it toge- 
- ther, made a moſt magnificent Supper, 

iaviting their Grandee Captain, their Prince, 
to honour it with his Preſence; which he 
did, and ſeveral Engliſh with him, chere 
they all waited on him, ſome playing, 
others dancing before him all the time, 
according to the Manners of their ſeveral 
Nations, and with unweary'd Induſtry 
endeavouring to pleaſe and delight him. 

While they ſat at Meat, Mr. Trefzy told 
Ceſar, that moſt of theſe. young Slaves 

FI ION 's | were 
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were undone in love with a fine She- 


ie Slave, whom they had had about ſix Months 


on their Land; the Prince, who never 
heard the Name of Love without a Sigh, 
nor any mention of it without the Cu- 
rioſity of examining further into that 
Tale, which of all Diſcourſes was moſt 
agreeable to him, asked, how they came 
to be ſo unhappy, as to be all undone for 
one fair Slave? Trefry, who was naturally 
amorous, and delighted to talk of Love as 
well as any body, proceeded to tell him, 


they had the moſt charming Black that 


ever was beheld on their Plantation, 
about fifteen or . ſixteen Years old, as he 


'gueſs'd ; that for his part he had done 


nothing but figh for her ever ſince ſhe 
came; and that all the White Beauties he 
had ſeen, never charm'd him ſo abſolutely 
as. this fine Creature had done; and that 


no Man of any Nation ever beheld her 


that did not fall in love with her; and 
that ſhe had all the Slaves perpetual- 
ly at her feet; and the whole Country 


reſounded with the Fame of Clemene, for 


To (ſaid he) we have chriſten'd her: but 
me denies us all with ſuch a noble Diſ- 


<dain, that 'tis a Miracle to ſee, that ſhe 


who can give ſuch eternal Deſires, ſhould 


her ſelf be all Ice and all Unconcern, She 


is adorn'd with the moſt graceful Modeſty 
That ever beautify'd Youth ;, the ſofteſt 
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Sigher —— that, if ſhe were capable of 
Love, one would ſwear ſhe Janguiſhed for 
8 ſome abſent happy Man; and fo retired, 
as if ſhe | fear'd a Rape even from the 
God of Day, or that the Breezes wou'd 
ſteal Kiſſes from her delicate Mouth. Her 
Task of Work; ſome fighing Lover eyery 
day makes it his petition to perform for 
her; which ſhe accepts bluſhing, and with 
relu&ancy, for fear he will ask her a Look 
for a Recompence, which he dares not 
preſume to hope; ſo great an Awe ſhe 
ſtrikes into the Hearts of her Admirers. 
] do not wonder (reply'd the Prince) that 
© Clemene ſhould refuſe Slaves, being, as 
© you-ſay, ſo beautiful; but wonder how 
© ſhe eſcapes thoſe that can entertain her 
© as you can do: or why, being your 
© Slave, you do not oblige her to yield ? 
I confeſs (ſaid Trefry) when I bave, 
b againſt her will, entertained her with 
Love ſo long, as to be tranſported with 
my Paſſion even above Decency, I have 
© been ready to make uſe of thoſe Advan- 
© tages of Strength and Force Nature has 
given me: But Oh! ſhe diſarms me with 
that Modeſty and Weeping, ſo ten- 
© der and ſo moving, that I retire, and 
© thank my Stars ſhe overcame. me.” The 
Company laugh'd at his Civility to a Slave, 
and Ceſar only applauded-the Nobleneſs of 
his Faſſion and Nature, ſince that Slave

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might be noble, or, what was better, 


have true Notions of Honour and Vertue 


in her. Thus paſſed they this Night, 
after having received from the Slaves all 
imaginable Reſpect and Obedience. 
I be next day, Trefry ask d Cæſar to 
walk when the Heat was allay'd, and de- 
ſignedly carry'd him by the Cottage of 
the fair Slave; and told him ſhe Whom 
- he ſpoke of laſt night lived there retit'd: 
But (ſays he) I would not wiſh you to ap» 
proach 7, for I am ſure you will be in love as 
| ſoon as you- behold her. Ceſar aſſured him, 
he was proof againſt all the Charms of 
that Sex; and that if he. imagined his 
Heart could be fo perfidious to love a- 
gain after Inoinda, he believed he ſhould 
tear it from his Boſom. They had no 
ſooner ſpoke, but a little Shock- Dog, that 
Clemene had prefented her, which ſhe took 
great delight in, ran out; and ſhe, not 
knowing any body was there, ran to get 
it in again, and bolted out on thoſe Who 
were jaſt ſpeaking of her: when ſeeing | 
them, ſhe would have run in again, but 
 Trefry caught her by the Hand, and cry'd, 
Jlemene, however you fly a Lover, you ought 
10 pay ſome reſpect to this Stranger, (poĩnt- 
ing to Ceſar.) But ſhe, as if ſhe had re - 
ſolved never to raiſe her Eyes to the 
Face of a Man again, bent 'em the more 
to the Earth, when he ſpoke, and 1 — 
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the Prince the leiſure to look the more 
at her. There needed no long gazing, 

Conſideration, to examine who this 
air Creature was; he ſoon ſaw Imoinda 
all over her; in a minute he ſaw her Face, 
her Shape, her Air, her Modeſty, and all 
that call'd forth bis Soul with joy at his 
Eyes, and left bis Body deſtitute of almoſt 
Life: it ſtood without Motion, and for a 
Minute knew not that it had a Being; 
and, I believe, he had never come to him- 
ſelf, ſo oppreſs'd he was with Over-joy, 
if he had not met with this allay, that 
he perceived Imainda fall dead in the hands 
of Trefry. This awaken'd him, and he 
ran to her aid, and caught her in his 
Arms, where by degrees ſhe came to her 
ſelf ; and 'tis needleſs to tell with what 

Tranſports, what Extaſies of Joy, they 
both awhile beheld each other, without 
ſpeaking; then ſnatched each other to 
their Arms; then gaze again, as if they 
ſtill donbted whether they +poſſeſs'd the 
Bleſſing they graſped : but when they re- 
cover'd their Speech, tis not to be, ima- 
gined what tender things they expreſsd 
to each other; wondring what ſtrange 
Fate had - brought them again toge- 
ther. They ſoon inform'd each other 
of their Fortunes, and equally bewail'd 
their Fate; but at the ſame time they

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mutually proteſted, that even Fetters eng: 
Slavery were ſoft and eaſy, and would be 
ſapported with Joy and 'Pleaſure, while 
they n be ſo happy to poſſeſs each 
other, and to be able to make good their 
Vows. Cæſas ſwore he diſdained the Em- 
pire of the World, while he could behold 
his Imoind a; and ſhe deſpiſed: Grandeur 
and Pomp, thoſe Vanities of her Sex, when 
ſhe" could gaze on Oroonolo. He adord 
the very Cottage where "ſhe reſided, and 
ſald, That little Inch of the World would 
give him more Happineſs than alli the Uni- 
verſe couꝰd do; and ſhe vow'd, it was a Pa- 
lace, while. adorned with the Preſence of 
Oroonoko. sd bn | 
'"Trefry was znficitely pleaſed with this 
Novel, and found this Clemene was the 
fair Miſtreſs of whom Ceſar had before 
ſpoke; and was not a little fatisfy'd, that 
Heaven was ſo kind to the Nine as to 
ſweeten his Misfortunes by ſo lucky an 
Accident; and leaving the Lovers to 
themſelves, was impatient to come down 
to Parham-Houſe (Which was on the ſame 
Plantation) to give me an account of what 
had hapned. I was as impatient to make 
theſe Lovers a Viſit; having already made a 
Friendſhip with: Ceſar, and from his own 
Mouth learned what I have related; 
- Which: Was eee by his 2 
Nusse no 
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who was ſet on ſhore to ſeek his Fortune, 
and of whom they cou'd not make a 
Slave, becauſe-a Chriſtian; and he came 
daily to Parham- Hill to fee and pay his 
Reſpects to his Pupil Prince. So that con- 
cerning and intereſting my ſelf in all that 
related to Ceſar, whom I had aſſured of 
Liberty as ſoon as the Governour arrived, 
I haſted' preſently to the Place where theſe 
Lovers were, and was infinitely glad to 
=_ this beautiful young Slave (who had 
alteady gain'd all our Eſteems, for her 
Modeſty and extraordinary Prettineſs) to 
be the ſame I had heard Cæſar ſpeak ſo 
much of. One may imagine then we paid 
her a treble: Reſpect; and tho from her 
being carved in fine Flowers and Birds all 
over her Body, we took her to be of 
Quality before, yet when we knew Cle= 
mene Was Imoinda, we could not enough

I had forgot to tell you, that thoſe who 
are nobly born of that Country, are ſo 
delicately- cut and raiſed all over the 
Fore-part of the Trunk of their Bodies, 
that it looks as if it were japan'd, the 
Works being raiſed like high Point round 
the edges of the Flowers. Some are only 
carved with a little Flower, or Bird, at 
the ſides of the Temples,” as was Ceſar ; 
and thoſe who are ſo cat ved over the Bo- 
dy, reſemble our antient P;#; that ar

From that happy day Cæſar took Chi 
mene for bis Wife, to the. general joy of 


all People; and there was as much Magni- 


ficence as the Country could afford at the 
Celebration of this Wedding: and in a 


very ſhort time after; ſhe Ay Ry with 


Child, which made Ceſar even adore her, 
knowing he was the laſt of his great 
Race. This new Accident made him more 
impatient of Liberty, and he was every 
= treating with Trefry for his and Cle- 


mene 's Liberty, and offer'd either Gold, 


or a vaſt quantity of Slaves, which ſhould 
be paid defore they let him go, provided 
he could have any Security that he ſhould 


go when his Ranſom was paid. They 


fed him from day to day with Promiſes, 
and delay'd him till the Lord-Governour 
ſhould come; ſo that he began to ſuſpect 
them of Fal hood, and That they would 
delay bim till 5 time of bis Wife's De- 
livery, and ma a Slave of the Child too: 

for all the Breed is theirs to whom the 
Parents belong. This Thought made him 
very uneaſy, and his Sullenneſs gave them 
ſome Jealouſies of bim; ſo that I was 
obliged, by ſome Perſons who fear'd . a 


. Mutiny: (which i is very fatal, ſometimes in 


thoſe Colonies that abound ſo with Slaves,

bers) to diſcourſe with Cæſar, and to give 
him all the Satisfaction I poſſibly could: 
They knew he and Clemene were ſcarce an 
Hour in a Day from my Lodgings; that 
they eat with me, and that I oblig'd em 
in all things I was capable. 1 entertain» 
ed them with the Lives of the Romans, - 
and great Men, which charmed him to my 
Company; and her, with teaching her all 
the pretty Works that I was Miſtreſs of, 
and telling her Stories of Nans, and en- 
deavouring to bring her to the Know- 
ledge of the true God: But of all Diſ- 
courſes, .Ceſar liked that the worſt, and 
weuld never be reconciled to our Notions 
of the Trinity, of which he ever made a 
Jeſt; it was a Riddle he ſaid woald turn 
his Brain to conceive, and one cou'd not | 
make him underſtand - what Faith was: f 
However, theſe Converſations fail'd nat 
altogether fo well to divert him, that he 
liked the Company of us Women much 
above the Men, for he could not drink, 
and he is but an ill Companion in that 
Country that cannot. So that obliging 
him to love us very well, we had all the 
liberty of Speech with him, eſpecially my | 
ſelf, whom be call'd his Great Miſtreſs, —_ | 
and indeed my Word would go a great | 
way with him. For theſe Reaſons 1 had | 
opportunity to take notice to him, that | 
he was not well pleaſed of late, as he 1 
"> H'3. - uſed 
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uſed the. be; was more retired” and 
thoughtful; and told bim, I took it ill 
be 00 0 ſuſpe& we wou'd break our 
Words with him, and not permit both 
© Him and Clemene to return to his own 
Kingdom, which was not ſo long a way, 
but when he was once on his Voyage he 
wou'd quickly arrive there. He made 
me ſome Anſwers that ſhew'd a doubt in 
him, which made me ask, what advan- 
tage it would be to doubt? It would but 
give us a fear of him, and poſlibly com- 
pel us to treat him ſo as I ſhould' be 
very loth to behold ; that is, it might oc- 


, cafion his Confinement. Perhaps this was 


not ſo luckily ſpoke of me, for I per- 
ceiv'd he reſented that Word, which I 
ſtrove to ſoften again in vain : How- | 
ever, he aſſur'd me, that whatſoever Re- 
. Jolutions he ſhould take, he would act no- 
thing upon the White People; aud as for 
my ſelf, and thoſe upon that Plantation 
where be was, he would ſooner forfeit his 
eternal Liberty, and Life it ſelf; than lift 
his Hand againſt his greateſt E my on 
that place. He beſought me to ſaffer no 
Fears upon his account, for he could do 
nothing that Honour mould not dictate; ; 
but he accus'd himſelf for having fſuffer'd 
Slavery ſo long: yet he charg'd that 
Weakneſs on Love alone, Who was capable 
of making | him neglect even Glory it on: 
and; 
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and, for which, now he reproaches him 
ſelf every moment of the Day. Much 
more to this effte& he ſpoke; with an Air 
impatient enough to make me know he 
would not be long in Bondage; and tho 
he ſuffer*d only the Name of a Slave, and 
had nothing of the Foil and Labour of 
one, yet that was ſufficient to render bim 
uneaſy; and he had been too long idie, 
who us'd to be always in Action, and in 
Arms. He bad a Spirit all rough and 
fierce, and that could not be tam'd to 
lazy Reſt: and tho all Endeavours were 
us'd to exerciſe himſelf in ſuch Actions 
and Sports as this World afförded, as 
Running, Wreſtling, Pitching the Bar, 
Hunting and Fiſhing, Chaſing and Killing 
Tygers of a + monſtrous ſize, which this 
_ Continent affords ia abundance z and won- 
derful Svakes; fuch as Alexander is report- 
ed to have encounter'd at the River of 
Amazons, and which Cæſar took great 
delight to overcome; yet theſe were not 
Actions great enough for his large Soul, 
which was ſtill panting after mpre re- 
nown'd Actions.” Fig; .03 -- 
Before I parted that day with him, 1 
got, with much-ado, a Promiſe from him 
to reſt yet à little longer with patience, 
and wait the coming of the Lord Gover- 
nour, who was every day expected on our 
ſhore : he aſſur'd me he would, and this 
101449890; 1 Pro- 
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- Promiſe he deſired me to Rs Was given 
perfectly in complaiſance to me, in whom 
he had an entire Confidence. MW 
Alfter this, I neither thought it conve- | 
nient to truſt him much out of our view, 
nor did the Country, who fear'd him; 
but with one accord it was advis'd to 
treat him fairly, and oblige him to re- 
main within ſuch a compaſs, and that 
he ſhould be permitted, as ſeldom as could 
be, to go up to the Plantations of the 
Negroes; or, if he did, to be accompa- 
ny'd by ſome that ſhoutd be rather in ap- 
pPearance Attendants than Spies. This 
Care was for ſome time taken, and Ceſar 
. Jook'd upon it as a Mark of extraordinary 
Reſpect, and was glad his diſcontent had 
oblig d em to be more obſervant to him; 
he received new aſſurance from the Over- 
ſeer, which was confirmed to him by the 
Opinion of all the Gentlemen of the 
Country, who made their court to him. 
During this time that we had his Compa- 
ny more frequently than hitherto we had 
had, it may not be unpleaſant to relate 
to you the Diverſions we entertain'd bim 
with, or rather he us. | 
N ſtay was to be ſhort in that Coun- 
try; becauſe my Father dy'd at Sea, and 
never arriv'd to poſſeſs the Honour de- 
ſign'd him, (which was Lieutenant-Ge- 
ral of ſix and 9 Iſlands, beſides the 
N | Continent 
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Continent of Surinam) nor the Advan- 
tages he bop'd to reap by them: So that 
though we were oblig' d to continue on 
our Voyage, we did not intend to ſtay: 
upon the Place.” Though, in a word, 1 
muſt ſay thus much of it; That certainly 
had his late Majeſty, of ſacred Memory, 
but ſeen and known what a vaſt and charm- 
ing World he had been Maſter of in that 
Continent, he would never have parted ſo” - 
ealily with it to the Dutch. Tis a Con- 
tinent, whoſe vaſt Extent was never yet 
known, and may contain more noble 
Earth than all the Univerſe beſide; for, 
they ſay, it reaches from Eaſt to Welt: - 
one way as far as China, and another. to 
Peru: It affords all things, both for Beau- 
ty and Uſe; *tis there eternal Spring, 
always the very Months of April, May, 
and June; the Shades are perpetual, the. 
Trees bearing at once all degrees of Leaves 
and Fruit, from blooming Buds to ripe 
Autumn: Groves of Oranges, Lemons, 
Citrons, Figs, Nutmegs, and noble Aro- 
maticks, continually bearing their Fra- 
grancies: The Trees appearing all like 
Noſegays, adorn'd with Flowers of dif- 
ferent Kinds; ſome are all White, ſome 
Purple, ſome Scarlet, ſome Blue, ſome 
Yellow bearing at the ſame time ripe | 
Fruit, and blooming young, or produ- \ | 
_ Cing every day new. The very Wood of I 
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all theſe, Trees has an intrinſick Value; 
above common Timber; for they are, 
when cut, of different Colours, glorious 
to behold, and bear a price conſiderable, 
to inlay withal. Beſides this, they yield 
rich Balm, and Gums; ſo that we make 
qur Candles of ſuch an aromatick Sub- 
ſtance, as does not only give a ſufficient 
Light, but, as they burn, they caſt their 
Pet fumes all about. Cedar is the common 
firing, and all the Houſes are built with 
it. The very Meat we eat, when ſet on 
the Table, if it be native, I mean of the 
Country, perfumes the whole Room; 
eſpecially a little Beaſt call'd an Armadillo, 
a thing which 1 can liken to nothing fo 
well as a Rhinoceros; tis all in white Ar- 

mour, ſo jointed, that it moves as well 
in it, as if it had nothing on: This 
Beaſt is about the bigneſs of a Pig of ſix 
Weeks old. But it were endleſs to give 
an account of all the divers wonderful 
and ftraige* Things that Country affords, 
and which he took a great delight to go 
in ſearch of; tho thoſe Adventures are 
oftentimes fatal, and at leaſt dangerous: 
But while we had Ceſer in our company 
on theſe Deſigns, we fear'd no harm, nor 
Cas , / fot airy” 
As ſoon as I came into the Country, 
the beſt Hooſe in it was preſented me,

The dying Beaſt ſtretch'd forth her Paw, 
and going to graſp his Thigh, furpriz*d 
with death in that very moment, did him 
no other harm than fixing her long Nails 
in his Fleſh very deep, feebly wounded 
him, but could not graſp the Fleſn to 
tear off any. When he had done this, 
he hallow'd to us to return; which, after 
ſome aſſurance of his Victory, we did, and 
found him lugging out the Sword from the 
Boſom of the Tyger, who was laid in her 
Blood on the Ground. He took up the 
Cub, and with an unconcern that had no- 
thing of the Joy or Gladneſs of Victory, 
he came and lard the Whelp at my feet. 
We all extremely wonder'd at his daring, 
and at the bigneſs of the Beaſt, which was 
about the height of an Heifer, bat of migh- 
ty great and ſtrong Limbs. E <5: 
Another time, being in the Wogds, he 
kill'd a Tyger, that had long infeſted that 
Part, and borne away abundance of Sheep 
and Oxen, and other Things, that were 
for the Support of thoſe to whom they 
delong'd. Abundance of People aſſail'd 
this Beaſt, ſome affirming they had N 
1 x er 
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her with ſeveral Bullets quite through the 
Body, at ſeveral times; and ſome — 8 
ing they ſhot her through the very Heart; 
and they believ'd ſhe was a Devil, rather 
than a mortal Thing, Ceſar had often 
ſaid, he had a mind to encounter this 
Monſter, and ſpoke with ſeveral Gentle- 
men who had attempted her; one cry- 
ing, I ſhot her with ſo many poifon'd Ar- 
rows; another with his Gun in this part 
of her, and another in that; ſo that be 
remarking all the Places where ſne was 
ſhot, fancy'd ſtill he ſnould overcome her, 
by giving her another ſort of a Wound 
than any had yet done; and one Day aid 
(at the Table) What Trophies and Gar- 
© lands, Ladies, will yon make me, if I. 
bring you home the Heart of this ra- 
venous Beaſt, that eats up all your 
Lambs and Pigs ?* We all promis'd he 
ſhould. be rewarded at our Hands. So 
taking a Bow, which he choſe out of a 
great many, he went up into the Wood, 
with two Gentlemen, where he imagin'd _ 
this Devourer to be, They had not pais'd 
very far into it, but they heard her Voice, 
growling and grumbling, as if ſhe, were 
pleas'd with ſomething- ſhe was doing. 
When they came in view, they found her 
muzzling in the Belly of a new raviſh'd 
Sheep, which ſne had torn open; and ſee- 
ing her {elf approach'd, ſhe an, 
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of her Prey with her fore Paws, and ſet 
a very fierce; raging look on Ceſar, with- 
out offering to approach him, for fear at 
the ſame time of loſing what the had in 
poſſeſſion: So that Ceſar remain'd a good 
while; only; taking aim, and getting an 
Opportunity to ſhoot her where he de- 
ſign d. TWas ſome; time before he could 
accompliſh it; and to wound her, and not 
kill her, would but have enrag'd her the 
more, and endanger'd . him, He had a 
Quiver of Arrows at his fide, ſo that if 
one fail'd, he could be ſupply'd'; At laſt, 
retiring'a/ little, he gave her opportunity 
to eat, for he found ſhe was-ravenous, and 
fell to as ſoon as ſhe ſaw him retire, being 
more eager of her Prey than of doing 
new Miſchiefs; when he going ſoftly to 
one ſide of her, and hiding his Per ſon be- 
hind certain Herbage, that grew high and 
thick, he took ſo good aim, that, as he 
intended, he ſhot her juſt into the Eye, 
and the Artow was ſent with ſo good a 
will, and ſo ſare a hand, that it ſtuck 
in; her Brain; and made her caper, and 
become , mad for a moment or tw; but 
being ſeconded by another Arrow, ſhe 
fel} dead upon the Prey. Ceſar cut her 
open with a Knife, to ſee where thoſe 
Wounds were that had been reported to 
bim, and why ſhe did not die of dem. 
But I ſhall now relate a thing that, rene 
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will fad no credit among Men; becdufe 
tis a Notion commonty received With us, 


That nothing can receive a Wound in the 


Heart and live: But when the Heart of 
this courageous Animal was taken out, 
there were ſeven Bullets of Lead in it, 
the Wound ſeam'd up with great Scars, 


and' ſhe liv'd with the Bullets a great 


wbile, for it was long ſince they were 


ſhot : This Heart the Conqueror brought 
op to us, and *twas a very great Curio- 
fity, which all the Country came to ſee ; 
and which gave Cz/ar occaſion of many 
fine Diſcourſes of Accidents 1 in War, and 
ſtrange Eſcapes. 

At other times he world 90 a Fiſhing ; = 
and diſcourſing on that Diverſion, ' he 
found. we had in that Country a very 
ſtrange Fiſh, call'd a Numb-Eel, (an Eel 
of which 1 have eaten) that while it is 
alive, it has a Quality ſo cold, that thoſe 


who are Angling, though with a Line of 


ever ſo great a length, with a Rod at 
the end of it, it ſhall, in the ſame minute 
the Bait is touch'd by this Eel, ſeize him 
or her that halds the Rod with a numb- 
neſs, that ſhall deprive 'em of Senſe for 
a while; and ſome have fallen into the 
Water, and others drop'd, as dead, on 
the Banks of the Rivers where they ſtood, | 
as ſoon as this Fiſh touches the Bait. 2 
far us'd' to laugh at this, and believ*d it 


im: 
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impoſſible a Man could lofe his Force at 


the touch of a Fiſh; and could not under- 


ſtand that Philoſophy, that a cold Quali- 


ty ſhould be of that nature: however, he 


had a great Curioſity to try whether it 


would have the ſame effe& on him it had 
on others, and often try'd, but in vain. 


At laſt, the fought-for Fiſh came to the 


Bait, as he ſtood angling on the Bank; and 
inſtead of throwing away the Rod, or gi- 
ving it a ſudden twitch out of the Water, 


whereby he might. have caught both the 


Eel, and have diſmiſs'd the Rod, before it 
could have too much Power over him; for 
Experiment-ſake, he graſp'd it but the 
harder, and fainting fell into the River; 
and being ſtill poſſeſs'd of the Rod, the 
Tide carry'd him, ſenſeleſs as he was, a 
great way, till an Indian Boat took him 
up; and perceiv'd, when they touch'd 
him, a Numbnefs ſeize them, and by that 
knew the Rod was in his hand; which 
with a Paddle, (that is, a ſhort Oar) they 
ſtruck away, and ſnatcht it into the Boar, 
Eel and all. If Ceſar was almoſt dead, with 
the effect of this Fiſh, he was more ſo with 
that of the Water, where he had remain'd 
the ſpace of going a League, and they 
found they had much ado to bring him 


back to Life; but at laſt they did, and 


brought him home, where he was in a few 
hours well recover'd and refreſh'd, and not 
1 
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a little aſham'd to find he ſhould be over- 
come by an Eel, and that all the People, 
who heard his Defiance, would laugh at 
| him. But we chear'd him up; and he be- 
ing convinc'd; we had the Eel at Supper, 
which was a quarter of an Ell about, and 
moſt delicate Meat; and was of the more 
value, ſince it coſt ſo dear as almoſt the 
Life of ſo gallant a Man. j 
About this time we were in many mor- 
tal Fears, about ſome Diſputes the Engliſh 
bad with the Indians; ſo that we could 
farce | truſt our ſelves, without great 
Numbers, to go to any Indian Towns or 
Place where they abode, for fear theß 
ſhould fall upon us, as they did immediate- 
ly after my coming away; and the Place 
being in the Poſſeſſion of the Puteb, they 
us'd them not ſo civilly as the Engliſh: ſo 
that they cut in pieces all they could take, 
getting into Houſes, and hanging up the 
Mother, and all ber Children about her; 
and cut a Footman, I left behind me, all 
in Joints, and naibd him to Trees. * 
This Feud began while I was there; ſo 
that I loſt half the Satisfaction | propos s.. 
in not ſeeing and viſiting the Indian Towns. 
But one day, bemoaning of our Misfor- 
tunes upon this account, Ceſar told us, we 
need not fear, for if we > had a mind to go, 


5 he would undertake to be our Guard— 


| Bone un but moſt would not venture: 
About 
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About Eighteen of us reſolv'd, and took 
Barge; and after eight days, arriv'd near 
an Indian Town: But approaching it, the 
Hearts of ſome of our Company fail'd, 


and they would not venture on Shore; ſo 


we poll'd, who would, and who would 
not. For my part, I ſaid, if Cæſar would, 


1 would go. He reſolv'd; ſo did my Bro- 


ther, and my Woman, a Maid of good 
Courage. Now, none of us ſpeaking the 
Language of the People, and imagining we 
ſhould have a half Diverſion in gazing on- 


1y; and not knowing what they ſaid, we 


took a Fiſherman that liv'd at the Mouth 
of the River, who had been a long Inhabi- 
tant there, and oblig'd him to go with us: 
But becauſe he was known to the Indians, 
as trading among em, and being, by long 
living there, become a perfect Indian in co- 
lour, we, who had a mind to ſurprize em, 
by making them ſee ſomething they never 
had ſeen, 17 is, ol — People) reſoly'd 
only my ſelf, m other and Woman 
ſhould: go: o Che, the Fiſherman; and 
the reſt, hiding behind ſome thigk Reeds 


and Flowers that grew in the Banks, let 


us paſs on towards the Town, which was 
on the Bank of the River all along. A 


little diſtant from the Houſes, or Huts, 


we ſaw ſome! dancing, others 'buſy'd in 


fercbing and carrying of Water from the 


River. "They: had no ſooner ſpy'd-us, but 


they | 
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they ſet up a loud Cry, that frighted us at 
firſt; we thought it had been for thoſe 


that ſhould kill us, but it ſeems it was of 
Wonder and Amazement. They were all 


naked; and we were dreſs'd, ſo as is moſt 


commode for the hot Countries, very glit- 
tering and rich; ſo that we appear'd ex- 
tremely fine: my own Hair was cut ſhort, 
and I had a taffety Cap, with black. Fea- 
thers on my Head; my Brother was in a 
Stuff-Suit, with ſilver Loops and Buttons, 
and abundance of green Ribbon. This 
was all infinitely ſurprizing to them; and 
becauſe we ſaw them ſtand till till we ap- 
proach'd *em, 'we took heart and advanc'd, 
came up to em, and offer'd em our Hands; 
which they took, and look'd on us round 
about, calling ſtill for more Company; 
who came ſwarming out, all wondering, 


and crying out Tepeeme: taking their Hair 
up in their Hands, and ſpreading it wide 
to thoſe. they call'd out to; as if they 
would ſay (as indeed it ſignify'd) Number- 
Tefs Wonders, or not to be recounted, no 
more than to number the Hair of their 
Heads. By degrees they grew more bold, 
and from gazing upon us round, they 
tooch'd us, laying their Hands upon all the 
Features of our Faces, feeling our Breaſts 
and Arms, taking up one Petticoat, then 
wondering to ſee another; admiring our 
Shoes and Stockings, but more our Gar- 
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ters, which we gave em, and they ty'd a- 
bout their Legs, being lac'd with ſilver 
Lace at the ends; for they much eſteem 
any ſhining things. In fine, we ſuffer'd 
*em to ſurvey us as they pleas'd, and we 

thought they would never have done ad- 
miring us. When C2/ar, and the reſt, 
ſaw. we were receiv'd with ſuch wonder, 
they came up to us; and finding the Indian 
Trader whom they knew, (for tis by theſe 
Fiſhermen, call'd Indian Traders, we hold 
a Commerce with em; for they love not 
to go far from home, and we never go to 
them) when they ſaw him therefore, they 
ſet up a new Joy, and cry'd in their Lan- 
guage, Ob.. here's our Tiguamy, and we 
ſhall know whether thoſe things can ſpeak. 80 
advancing to him, ſome of em gave him 
their, Hands, and cry'd, Amora Tiguamy; 
which is as much as, How. do: you do? or, 
welcome Friend : and gli, with one din, be- 
zan to gabble to him, and ask d, ik we 
had Seats and Wit? If we conld talk of 
Affairs of Life and War, as they could do? 
If we could hunt, ſwim, and do 3 thou- 
ſand things they uſe? He anſwef'd 'em, 
We could. Then they invited us iato their 
Houſes, and dreſs*d Veniſon and Buffalo 

for us; and, going out, gather'd a Leaf 
of a Tree, called a Sarumbo Leaf, of fix 
Yards long, and ſpread it on the Ground 
for a Table- cloth; and cutting another ia 
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pieces, inſtead of Plates, ſet us on little 
low Indian. Stools, Which they cut out o 
one entire piece of Wood, and paint in a 
ſort of japan- work. They ſerve every one 
their Meſs on theſe pieces of Leaves; and 
it was very good, but too high- ſeaſon d 
with pepper. When we had eat, my Bro- 
ther and I took out our Flutes, and play'd 
to em, which gave em new wonder; 5 
I ſoon perceivd, by an admiration th 
natural to theſe People, and by the W 
treme Ignorance. and Simplicity. of em, it 
were not difficult to eſtabliſh any unknown 
or extravagant Religion among them, and 
to impoſe any Notions or Fictions upon 
'em. For ſeeing a "Kinſman of mine: ſet 
ſome Paper on fire with a Burning-glaſs,”a | 
Trick they had never before ſeen,” they 
were like to have ador'd him for a God, 
and begg'd he would give *em the Charac- 
ters or Figures of. his Name, that” they 
might oppoſe it againſt Wings and Storms: : 
which he did, and they held it up in thoſe 
Seaſons,” and fanc 4. it had a Charm to 
conquer them, and kept it like a holy Re- 
lique. They are very ſuperſtitious, and 
calPd him the great Peeje, that is, Prophet. 
They ſhewed vs their Indian Pecie, a Youth 
of about ſixteen Years old, as hand ſom as 
Nature could make a Man. They conſe- 
crate à beautiful Youth from his Infancy, 
and Mo Arts are uſed to compleat him = 
| M e 


the Royal S. aVes 167 
the fineſt manner, both in Beauty and 
Shape: He is bred to all the little arts and 
cunning they are capable of; to all the le- 
gerdemain Tricks, and fleight of Hand, 


whereby he impoſes upon the Rabble; and 
is both a Doctor in Phyſick and Divinity s _ 


And by theſe Tricks makes the ſick be- 
lieve he ſometimes eaſes their Pains, by 
drawing from the afflicted Part little Ser- 
pents, or odd Flies, or Worms, or any 
ſtrange thing; and though they: have' be- 
ſides undoubted good Remedies: for almoſt 
all their Diſeaſes, they cure the Patient 
more by -Fancy than by Medicines, and 
make themſelves feared, loved, and reve- 
renced. This young 'Peeie had a very 
young Wife, who ſeeing my Brother kiſs 
her, came running and kiſs'd me. After 
this they kiſs'd one another, and madeit a 
very great Jeſt, it being ſo novel; and new 
Admiration and Laughing went round the 
Multitude, that they never will forget 
that Ceremony, never before us'd or known. 
Ceſar had a mind to ſee and talk with their 
War-Captains, and we were conduſted to 
one of their Houſes; where we beheld ſeve- 
ral of the great Captains, Who had been at 
Council: But-ſo frightful a Viſion it was 
to ſee em, no Fancy can create; no fad \ 
Dreams can repreſent ſo-dreadful a Spec- 
tacle. For my part, I took 'em for Hob- 
goblins, or Fiends, rather than Men 1 but 
2 now 
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however their Shapes appear'd, their Souls 
were very humane and noble; but ſome 
wanted their Noſes, ſome their Lips, 
ſiome both Noſes and Lips, ſome their 
Ears, and others cut through each Cheek, 
with. long Slaſhes, through which their 
Teeth appear'd: they had ſeveral other 
formidable Wounds and Scars, or rather 
Diſmembrings. They had Comitia c, or 
little Aprons before em; and Girdles of 
Cotton, with their Knives naked ſtack in 
it; a Bow at their Back, and a Quiver © 
Arrows on their Thighs; and moſt had 
Feathers on their Heads of divers Colours. 
They cry'd Amora Tiguame to us, at our 
entrance, and were pleas d we ſaid as 
much to them: They ſeated us, and gave 
us Drink of the beſt ſort, and wonder'd as 
much as the others had done before, to ſee 
us. Ceſar was marvelling as much at their 
Faces, wondring how they ſhould be all ſo 

_ wounded. in War; he was impatient to 
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know how they all came by thoſe frightful 
Marks of Rage or Malice, rather than 
Wounds got in noble Battel: They told 
us by our Interpreter, That when any 
War was waging, two Men, choſen out 
by ſome old Captain whoſe fighting was 
paſt, and who could only teach the Theo- 
ry of War, were to ſtand in competition 
for the Generalſhip, or great War- Cap- 
tain; and being brought before the old 
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Judges, now paſt Labour, they are „ 
What they dare do, to ſhew they are wor- 
thy to lead an Army? When be Wo is 


firſt, ask'd, making no reply, cots off his 


Noſe, and throws it contemptibly-on the 
ground; and the other does ſomething to 


himſelf that he thinks ſurpaſſes him, and 
perhaps deprives himſelf of Lips and an 


Eye: ſo they flaſh on till one gives out, 
and many have dy'd in this Debate. And 
it's by a, paſſive Valour they ſhew aud 
prove their Activity; a ſort of Courage 
too brutal to be applauded by our Black 
Hero; nevertheleſs, he expreſs'd his E. 55 
ſteem of em. 2 3 
la this Voyage Ceſar begat ſo good. an 
underſtanding between the Indian, and The 
Engliſh, that there were no more Fears or 
Heart-bur gings during our ſtay, but W 2 ” 
had a perfect, open, and free Trade with 
'em. Many things remarkable,” and wor⸗ 


thy reciting, we met with in this ſhort 


Voyage; becauſe Ceſar made it his buſineſs 
to ſearch out and provide for our Enter-
